Hence the 
prophet Micah wrote, in predicting the birth of Christ 
more than seven hundred years in advance: “But thou, 
Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shall He come forth. 
.-- Whose goings forth have been from of old, from ever- 
lasting.” Bethiehem, a happy city, has somehow escaped 
many of the tribulations of the past which have come 
upon other parts of Palestine. 
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The Story of Christmas |

NEARLY two thousand years 

ago there was born, in Beth- 
lehem of Judea, a Babe whose life 
was destined to effect countless 
millions. That Babe was Jesus 
Christ. 


The time was ripe for His birth. Ro- 
man roads had been built throughout 
the civilized world in preparation for 
the feet of His future messengers. The 
Greek language had become almost 
universal in readiness for the procla- 
mation of His gospel. 


The people among whom He was 
born were/ poor and despised, having 
been conqpered by the Roman power. 
In the heart of every man was a cry 
for deliverance. , 


The world knew—not of His birth. 
Work went on as usual. There was no 
~,tremendous upheaval announcing a 
new order. Kings and potentates con- 
tinued to rule as before. Nething-out- 
— heralded His Advent into the 

. world. 


Only Heaven appeared to be inter- 
ested. In fact, God had-to ge a 
welcome Himself, and so legions of 
angels circled the skies and heralded 
His birth. Wise men from the East, 
studying the stars, and observing an 
unusual phenomenon in the heavens, 
came with their gifts from afar. 


Rulers learned of His birth and be- 
came fearful.and afraid. Anger filled 
their hearts. Murder was conceived and 
executed. Fearful of their power, they 
sought by every possible means His 


death. ff 


Every~ diabolical plan that Satanic 
ingenuity ‘could devise was used to 
destroy~Him. Demons trembled. Satan 
became enraged. All -hell..was allied 
against Him. But God was watching 
and He lived in spite of all. 


He did not come to a palace. No 
luxurious bed chamber was prepared 
for His birth. Neither nurses or 
doctors were in attendance. Cathedral 
bells failed to toll; bands were silent. 
Only the heavenly orchestras were 
heard. 


For He came to a stable. And He 
was laid in a manger. His mother had 
only straw for a bed and animals for 
companions. There was no room in the 
inn. 

Little did Caesar know that this 


Babe, through His teachings, would 
one day destroy the great Roman Em- 


pire and bring to naught the majesty 
and power of Rome. That the day 
would come when His birth, His life 
and His death would have a greater 
influence upon humanity than the 
birth and death of any other man. 


For He was destined to be recogniz- 
ed by countless millions as the greatest 
of all the prophets, the mightiest of 
all the mighty, the Saviour of the 
world, God incarnate. 


But more amazing still, this Babe 
was born of a Virgin, born without a 
human father, for Mary, His mother, 
in the innocence of her girlhood, had 
known no man at the time of His con- 
ception. God was His Father. He was 
conceived of the Holy Ghost. No other 
in all the world was so born. 


And now for nearly two thousand 
years His birth has been commemorat- 
ed. More than nineteen hundred Christ- 
mas days have come and gone since 
that never-to-be-forgotten night. And 
boys and girls, as well as men and 
women the world over, have kept 
sacred the memory of His birth. 


Glad, happy day! Christmas Day! 
The birthday of the King of kings. 
What joy! What rapture! The day 
when thousands are thinking of home 
and the Christmas tree loaded with 
presents. For, after all, it is His Day, 
the day of the Babe of Bethlehem’s 
manger. God grant that throughout 
the land hearts may be turned to 
Christ. Not only to the Babe born so 
long ago, but to the One who lives to- 
day and lives to save. For He it is who 
became flesh and dwelt among us. He, 
the resurrected, living Christ of God, 
was the Babe of Bethlehem’s manger. 


And today, after the passing of more 
than nineteen hundred years, He is 
worshipped by countless millions dead 
and living, and untold multitudes are 
looking forward to the time when He 
will reappear without sin unto salva- 
tion. The Babe of the manger is com- 
ing back again. 


But when He reappears it will not 
be as a babe, nor will He be born a 
second time. It will not be to the stable 
and the manger and the little obscure 
village of Bethlehem. He will not come 
in poverty as before. Nor will He be 
despised, persecuted and cruelly slain. 


When He reappears it will be in 
glory, in triumph and in power. He will 
come as the Lion of the tribe of Judah, 
the All-Conquering One, Lord of lords 
and King of kings, the one and only 




















Potentate, Creator of the world and 
Ruler of the universe. 


Men will hail Him as their Deliver- 
er. Satan will be bound. He, the Babe 
of Bethlehem’s manger, will reign in 
majesty and power divine. Every knee 
to Him shall bow while every tongue 
confesses that He is Lord. Thus He 
will return. 


May this Christmas Day, with all its 
sacred memories and _ anticipations, 
lead us to the Christ of God, and may 
our meditations of Him be sweet as we 
meet our friends, celebrate His birth, 
and rejoice with each other. For on 
this Christmas Day we are once again 
in the midst of war and bloodshed. Not 
our own nation, thank God, but a 
nation none the less precious to Him. 


Strange, is it not, that the world has 
failed utterly to grasp His message, 
“On earth peace, good will toward 
men.” Yet for nearly two thousand 
years mankind has been deluged in 
blood. Every generation has somewhat 
experienced war. The nations cannot 
learn. Selfishness still rules. Lust for 
power and glory, greed of conquest, 
jealousies and hatreds, still triumph in- 
stead of love. How fearfully men have 
misunderstood the Message of Christ- 
mas! 


More than nineteen hundred years 
ago the angel heralding His birth pro- 
claimed the Message of peace and good 
will. “Fear not,” he cried, “for, behold, 
I bring you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people. For unto 
you is born this day in the city of 
> a Saviour, which is Christ the 

ord.’ 


“And suddenly,” continues the in- 
spired record, “there was with the 
angel a multitude of the heavenly host 
praising God, and saying, ‘Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.’ ” Luke 2:10-14. 


But while we long for peace, at the 
same time we are well aware that if 
the prophecies of the Bible are to be 
fulfilled, war must continue until the 
end of the Age. Here and there men 
will strive for peace. Christmas will 
remind the nations of the words of the 
Saviour. Yet they will not give heed.

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Antichrist And The Tribe Of Dan 


séT)AN shall be a serpent by the 

way, an adder in the path, 
that biteth the horse heels, so 
that his rider shall fall back- 
ward.” Genesis 49:17. 


From the dawn of church history, 
Christians have anticipated the coming 
of a great world ruler, whose appear- 
ance would precede the return of Jesus 
Christ. This inhuman monster has al- 
ways been known as the Antichrist. 


It is oo that during the first 
four hundred years of the present era, 
Christians believed this man would be 
— of Jacob, from the tribe 
of Dan. 


There is no question but what Anti- 
christ will be a Jew. John 5:43 removes 
all doubt. “I am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not: if an- 
other shall come in his own name, him 
ye will receive.” 


Several Greek words are translated 
“another” in the New Testament. But 
the word allos, used in the above verse, 
means literally “another of the same 
kind or nationality”. Christ came to 
earth in the physical garb of a Jew. 
Therefore, the counterfeit Christ will be 
another Jew. 


If Antichrist were to be a Gentile, an 
entirely different Greek word would 
have been used in the original text. 


The same truth is emphasized in Eze- 
kiel 21:25-27 where the coming false 
Messiah is called the “Profane and 
wicked Prince of Israel”. 


Christ came “unto His own, and His 
own received Him not”. Not only did 
the Jews reject the Saviour but they 
also demanded His death. And even 
the spilling of His blood did not appease 
their wrath. “Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, and 
on our children.” : 


Therefore, the law of exact retribu- 
tion placed the Jewish nation under a 
curse, nineteen hundred years ago— 
which curse will not be lifted until 
“they shall look upon Me whom they 
have pierced” at the time of the Lord’s 
return. Not until then will the nation 
experience a national conversion. 


Because they rejected God’s Christ, 
they will accept the Devil’s Christ dur- 
ing the closing years of this age. “For 
this cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie.” 
The Jewish people will not only believe 
a lie—they will accept the world’s 
greatest Liar as their Messiah. 


John asks: “Who is a liar but he that 
denieth that Jesus is the Christ?”

(The Jews have always denied this 
fact.) “He is Antichrist that denieth 
the Father and the Son.” The apostate 
leaders of the Jewish race are today 
setting the stage for the coming of the 
Man of Sin. 


“Destroyer of Gentiles” 


In anticipation of Antichrist’s Jewish 
nationality, Zechariah referred to him 
= a idol shepherd that leaveth the 

ock”’. 


As indicated above, there is cause to 
believe that this man will spring from 
the tribe of Dan. Moses described Dan 
as “a lion’s whelp: he shall leap from 
Bashan”, 


We will see later that Dan has leaped 
all over the world, leaving his mark 
wherever he has gone. 


The prophet Jeremiah pointed for- 
ward to Antichrist as “THE DE- 
STROYER OF THE GENTILES”. 
ie also sets forth his Jewish charac- 
er. 


As if confirming Moses’ reference to 
Dan who is called a young lion, Jere- 
miah says: “The lion is come up from 
his thicket, and thedestroyer of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone forth 
ie? his place to make thy land deso- 
ate. 


Moses calls Dan a lion. 
Jeremiah calls Antichrist a lion. 


Abraham, Isaac, J: acob 


More than two thousand years before 
Christ, Abraham was told that his de- 
scendants would be as numberless as the 
dust of the earth. History shows that

the teeming millions of Semitic peoples 
have sprung from his loins. 


Abraham’s Egyptian wife Hagar bore 
him a son called Ishmael. Prior to the 
birth of this child, an angel announced: 
“And he will be a wild man; his hand 
will be against every man, and every 
man’s hand against him.” 


From Ishmael came the entire Ara- 
bian and Mohammedan population of 
the world. Mohammed traced his an- 
cestry back in a straight line, hundreds 
of years, to Ishmael. - Considering the 
fierce crimes of the desert and the wild 
life of the Arabians, the above prophe- 
cy by the angel, was not an exaggera- 

ion. 


Sarah became the mother of Abra- 
ham’s son, Isaac. From this branch of 
the family came the Israelitish race. 


Jacob, the child of Isaac, raised 
tweive sons. Late in life his name was 
changed to Israel. Therefore, his de- 
scendants became known as “the chil- 
dren of Israel’. 


One of Jacob’s sons, Joseph, was sold 
into Egyptian bondage by his brothers, 
because of jealousy. At the age of 
thirty, he became Prime Minister of 
Egypt. Joseph’s sons were named Man- 
asseh and Ephraim. 


Israel later brought his entire family, 
including sons and grandchildren, to 
Egypt where they settled in the fertile 
territory known as Goshen. 


Thirteen Tribes 


Israel’s twelve sons were: Reuben, 
Simeon, Levi, Judah, Zebulon, Issachar, 
Dan, Gad, Asher, Naphtali, Joseph, and 
Benjamin. 


These were the tribal fathers of the 
nation, except for the fact that, by spec- 
ial arrangement on the part of Jacob, 
the tribe of Joseph was divided into 
two branches—Manasseh and Ephraim. 
Therefore, strictly speaking, there were 
thirteen tribes instead of twelve, as 
some suppose. 


The whole Israelitish race was po- 
tentially in these eleven sons and two 
grandsons. When Jacob called them by 
name and outlined their respective 
futures, he was referring not only to 
the boys, but to their posterity. 

It was on this occasion that Dan was 
called a serpent and an adder. 

These thirteen blood, streams have 
flowed through almost four thousand 


years of human history. It is, of course, 
ampossible for the mind of man to trace

them out and establish their various 
locations among the nations today. 


Some believe that all thirteen tribes 
are now embodied in the people known 
as Jews. Others think that the modern 
Jew represents only one tribe, Judah. 


Still others believe that at least ten 
of the tribes are now lost somewhere 
in the world but will be discovered at 
a later time. 


Persons holding this view have in 
mind the fact that about 931 B. C. the 
kingdom of Israel was rent asunder by 
King Jeroboam, an apostate from the 
tribe of Ephraim. They refer to the 
twelfth chapter of first Kings where 
Judah and Benjamin are described as 
pulling away from the other tribes. 


Many Bible students think that all 
of the tribes, except Judah, were as- 
similated by the Assyrians and have, 
from the face 








therefore, disappea 
of the earth. 


That the descendants of Jacob are 
still in existence, as separate units, is 
evident from the description given in 
the seventh chapter of Revelation. Here 
we learn that during the at tribu- 
lation, preceding the second coming of 
pager ~— ee oo of 

e twelve tribes, aggregating one 
hundred and forty-four thousand, will 
be miraculously saved and preserved 
by the power of God. This number of 
deserving souls will comprise only a 
small fraction of the Israelitish nation 
as a whole. 


Therefore, we know that twelve of 
the thirteen tribes of Israel will still 
be in existence at the consummation 
of this age.

Revelation 7: 4-8, “And I heard the 
number of them which were sealed: and 
there were sealed an hundred and forty 
four thousand of all the tribes of the 
children of Israel.

Of the 
tribe of REUBEN were sealed twelve 
thousand. Of the tribe of GAD were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe of 
ASHER were sealed twelve Thousand. 
Of the tribe of NEPTHALIM 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of MANASSES were sealed twel- 
ve thousand. Of the tribe of SIMEON 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of LEVI were sealed twelve thou- 
sand.

“The first printed edition of Eldad’s 
adventures appeared in Mantua, in 
1480. He professed to be a citizen of 
an independent Hebrew state in East 
Africa, inhabited by the tribes of Dan, 
Asher, Gad, and Naphthali. He found 
the tribe of Issachar dwelling among 
high mountains near Media and Persia, 
the tribe of Zebulon occupying the land 
extending from a province of Armenia 
to the Euphrates, the tribe of Reuben 
near them, Ephraim and half of Ma- 
nasseh in Arabia, and the tribe of Si- 
meon, with the other half of Manasseh, 
in the land of the Chazars, wherever 


(properly not one of the Ten) he found 
‘on the other side of the river Kush. 
The river Sambotion encircles their 
land. It rolls sand and stones the six 
ae days, and rests on the Sab- 
ath. 


Man is unable to segregate the de- 
scendants of Israel and divide them in- 
to their various tribes, but destiny will 
finally put each in his own place. Des- 
tin will cause the blood to flow in the 
right channels before this age draws 
to a close. But this we know: THE 
DANITES ARE THE DANGEROUS 
“JEWS” OF THE WORLD. 


While all Jews who reject Christ are 
in apostasy, yet the sons of Dan are 
farthest down the scale.

Dan’s Mark 


Centuries after the dying Jacob gave 
his prophecy concerning the posterity of 
his sons, we find the various tribes 
settling in Palestine, each group re- 
atrieted by definite geographical boun- 
daries. During this time, the sons of 
Dan continued to be the “black sheep” 
of the family. 


Each tribe was given a certain ter- 
ritory except the Levites. This being 
the priestly caste, no separate province 
of land was allotted to it. The sons of 
Levi were scattered throughout Pales- 
tine, occupying cities in every tribe. 
They presided over all matters pertain- 
ing to things spiritual. 

The tribe of Dan was given a small 
territory toward the south’ and west 
portion of the Holy Land, bordering on 
the . Mediterranean Sea. Hence the 
words: “Why did Dan remain in ships?” 

egy in Noe cangerene with their po- 
sition, the Danites started a revolution 
among the Israelitish states and their 


warriors blazed a trail from south to 
north across Ephraim, Manasseh, Is- 
sachar, Zebulon and Naphtali. 


So successful was this conquest and 
so pleased were the leaders with their 
war maneu*ers, that they soon launched 
an attack against the city of Leshem 
in the extreme northern point of Pales- 
tine. After a bloody struggle, the city 
was taken. Its name was immediately 
changed to Dan. 


This proved to be the beginning of a 
long series of struggles which finally 
resulted in the name of Dan being 
stamped upon all parts of the civilized 
world. The tribe later became famous 
for its fierce, barbarous, cunning, pi- 
oneer spirit. 


Leshem which was changed to the 
city of Dan, was located straight north 
of the Sea of Galilee. This spot is now 
known as Tell-el-Kadhi, which means a 
“mound”. It was here that Jeroboam 
later set up a golden calf and inaugu- 
rated a system of bull worship. 


Another instance of how Dan began 
placing its mark on the localities which 
the tribe visited in ancient times, is 
described in Judges 18:11-12, “And 
there went from thence of the family of 
the Danites, six hundred men appointed 
with weapons of war. d they went 
up, and pitched in Kirjath-jearim, in 
Judah: wherefore they called that place 
Mahaneh—DAN unto this day.” 


The record in Judges “18:29 tells of 
another city called Laish which was also 
changed to Dan by their conquering 
hordes of savage vandals. 


The name Dan means “judge”. 
Hence Jacob’s statement: “Dan _ shall 
judge his people, as one of the tribes of 

srael. 


It should be emphasized that when 
this statement was made, Jacob was re- 
a. to “that which shall befall you 
in T LAST DAYS”. 


This phrase, “last days”, mentioned 
in Genesis 49:1 can er to but one 
period of time—the closing of the pres- 
ent dispensation. The term “judge” no 
doubt means that, in worldly matters,

From the foregoing study, it is evi- 
dent that when the Danites invaded 
these areas, they swept everything in 
their path.

“Only the light of Christ and of his 
Holy Church Universal can fathom the 
abyss of Satan and disclose the extent 
of its wickedness. 


“T feel in my heart that the hour has 
already struck when there should ur- 
gently be convoked an Eighth Oecu- 
menical Council which would unite 
pastors and representatives of all 
Christendom. Secular quarrels and 
scisms would all be forgotten in the 
imminent need of preparing against the 
coming of the Antichrist.” 


Someone has said: “The Protocols 
will be the bible of the Antichrist.” 


The Symbolic Snake 


The Protocols declare, in giving away 
the secrets of the conspirators, that 
the little ring of international Jewish 
plotters have always symbolized their 
activities as a snake crawling from na-

a later edition of the Protocols, he said:

follow out the blood line of the various 
tribes, it may be surmised on good au- 
thority that the ruling classes of Jews, 
such as the Communist leaders, have 
their ancestral roots in Dan. 


We have seen that the Danites have 
always been the rulers. It is possible 
that President Roosevelt may be of this 
tribe. It is now generally known that 
he comes from Dutch Jewish stock. 
At different times in the history of 
his ancestors, such family names as 
Rosenblum, Rosenberg and Rosenvelt 
have been used. These finally became 
the familiar Roosevelt. 


Soon after becoming President, he 
sent an invitation to Litvinoff, of Mos- 
cow, to call at the White House. The 
conversations between the two result- 
ed in the establishment of diplomatic 
relations on the part of the United 
States and Soviet Russia. 


Every thinking person knew, from the 
standpoint of true Americanism, that 
this was an unwise and foolish step to 
take. There was no reason, logic or 
common sense in the move, considering 
particularly that Moscow was then, and 
has continued since, to operate a power- 
ful propaganda machine in the United 
States for the purpose of eventually 
overthrowing our government. 


There is but one way to explain the 
fatal step which Roosevelt took, and 
that is—his mind, and the mind of 
Moscow, must have flowed together as 
naturally as two drops of water. (It 
will be recalled that Litvinoff has trav- 
eled under various Jewish names in 
the past, including Finkelstein.) 


This analysis may account for Roose- 
velt’s seeming natural bent toward rad- 
icalism and revolution. It’s in his 
blood! 


The same may be true of Mussolini. 
Rumor has it, that he is also of Semitic 
extraction.

this family of international Jews. 
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Time, the weekly —news-journal, 
brings the following additional bit of 
vital information: “In Paris the fact 
leaked out that Suez Canal tolls on 
Italian troop ships and war boats have 
thus far been paid entirely by French 
banks which apparently have been ex- 
tending credit to Il Duce. Undenied 
in Paris were reports in fiscal journals 
of a joint credit to ay totaling 750,- 
000,000 francs ($49,500,000), by the 
Banque de I’Union Parisienne and the 
French House of Rothschild.” 


Until recently, Count Ciano held the 
strategic position Propaganda Minister 
for the Italian government. Mussolini 
has always been in the center of a ring 
of powerful Jews. A Jew by the name 
of Goldmann financed his rise to power. 


The Italian Superman may be a 
Danite! He may be a party to the age- 
old plot to enslave the Gentiles of the 
world. 


But, of this we are sure: behind him, 
lurking in the shadows, is “that old 
Serpent, called the Devil”. 


Mussolini’s Supreme Ambition 


The thought of the old Roman Em- 
pire being revived is not a new thing to 
Bible students. I have books, written 
more than a half century ago, which an- 
nounce the coming of a world ruler who 
will accomplish purpose, as one of 
the last major events. 


As soon as Mussolini began attract- 
ing attention fourteen years ago, pro- 
phetic students announced that he 
seemed to possess many of the charac- 
teristics of the Antichrist. I, for one, 
expressed the opinion, both in writing 
and public addresses, that in all proba- 
bility he was the man who would revive 
ancient Rome. 


Today, it has become common knowl- 
edge that this is his supreme ambition. 
All of his military activities are focused 
in that direction. He visualizes himself 
as the modern Caesar who will soon 
stand at the head of a resurrected Em- 
pire which will make him the most 
powerful figure in the world. 


Ancient Rome embraced the rim of 
northern Africa. It included Gibraltar, 
Spain, England, France, Switzerland, 
most of the Balkan States, Asia Minor, 
Syria, Egypt and Palestine. 


Mussolini is well aware that to re- 
build Rome he will have to break up the 
British Empire. There is every indi- 
cation that he expects to eventually 
bring England under his heel. For this 
reason he has kept up a constant attack 
in the government-controled newspa- 
pers of Italy, for several months. 


Italian hatred toward the British 
people is now at a white heat. 


as ree ee a from Cremona, Italy 
da November 23 reads as follows: 
“Britain was denounced as Italy’s ‘Pub- 
lic Enemy No. 1’ today in a Fascist 
‘Hymn of Hate’ which ascribed to Brit- 
ish manufacture the alleged dum-dum 


bullet which killed Air Sergeant Birago 
on the northern Ethiopian front. 

“Under the headline ‘killed by the 
British’ 11 Regima Fascista, newspaper 
of Roberto Finacci, secretary of the 
Fascist party and now a member of 
Fascist grand council, proposed that a 
photograph of Birago, with the inscrip- 
tion ‘Killed by the British’ be posted in 
every Fascist headquarters.” 

With these thoughts in mind, let as 
now turn to an article in the October 
issue of The Nation, entitled “After 
Ethiopia—England?”. In it, Albert Vi- 
ton, an American newspaper man in 
Italy, says: 

“In the eyes of Italian military and 
diplomatic leaders, Ethiopia is destined 
to be the Italian Gibraltar, the founda- 
tion of the new imperial Rome. 

“Almost every Italian, to the plain- 
est man on the street, is convinced that 
the British Empire is either collapsing 
or already dead and that it will take 
only a strong will on Italy’s part to in- 
herit its greatness. 

“When I first heard this conviction 
expressed by a military attache, I re- 
fused to believe he was serious. But re- 
peated contact with high Italian offi- 
cials has persuaded me of the univer- 
sality of this view. ‘Italy will blossom 
on the grave of the British Empire,’ one 
very prominent Italian economist told 
me. . . . Mussolini believes that the 
British Empire will collapse and that 
Italy can then occupy Egypt, Palestine, 
and most of British Africa. 

“A ROMAN LAWYER TOLD ME IN 
ALL SERIOUSNESS THAT ITALY 
COULD FIGHT ENGLAND BECAUSE 
MARCONI HAS INVENTED A 
WEAPON WHICH WOULD SINK, AT 
A MOMENT’S NOTICE, THE WHOLE 
BRITISH FLEET!” 

Equally significant is the following 
comment in The New Republic: 

“British officials in Washington say 
that England will not consider the Ethi- 
opian crisis settled until Mussolini is 
overturned. Recently Mussolini placed 
four maps, in inlaid marble, on the Bas- 
ilica of Constantine in Rome. They 
show the growth of the Roman Empire, 
and the fourth map shows ENGLAND

solini is as much interested in Egypt as 
Ethiopia. His present attack serves as 
an excuse for concentrating troops in 
northern Africa. Egypt was a part of 
the old Roman Empire and is therefore 
included in his plans. 


Recent riots in Egypt against British 
rule have resulted, in a large measure, 
from subversive activities carried on by 
Mussolini’s agents. 


“T have spoken with an Italian pro- 
fessor just returned from Egypt, where 
he is kept by the Italian government to 
give free lessons in the Italian language 
and to lecture in schools and clubs on 
Italian culture,” writes Mr. Viton. 


“There are dozens like him. A few 
days ago I met a group of Egyptian 
boys brought here to Italy at the ex- 
pense of the Italian government; they 
all wore the avanguardisti uniform. 


“The government subsidizes all kinds 
of minorities, prints pamphlets and 
books in the various Mediterranean lan- 
guages which are distributed free of 
charge, and pays teachers, lecturers, 
and business men to spread Italian cul- 
ture. 


“The greater part of the Italian mer- 
chant fleet is engaged not in transat- 
lantic service but in cruising the Med- 
iterranean.” 


It will be recalled that the Roman 
Empire used to regard the Mediter- 
ranean as being its “lake.” 


Mr. Viton continues: “Informed mil- 
itary experts stationed in Rome are 
unanimous in the belief that British 
supremacy in this sea is a thing of the 
past.... 


“The Italian front is solid against 
Britain, and the key to this anti- 
British attitude is the belief that Brit- 
annia is doomed.” 


In olden times, the borders of Rome 
completely surrounded the Mediter- 
ranean. To regain this power, Mus- 
solini thinks he must break up the Brit- 
ish Empire. 


Why Attack Ethiopia? 


Jewish control is always based upon 
gold. 


Unless the international Jewish 
Money Power was certain of getting 
gold in return for their investment, the 
would not be backing Mussolini’s mili- 
tary campaign against Ethiopia. 

The Italians themselves have no il- 
lusions about the economic value of the 
desert waste land which their troops 
are taking over. Ethiopia is of little 
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importance for colonization purposes. 


Government officials admit that not 
more than a million people could hope 
to settle’ there in the next twenty-five 

ears. This would not begin to solve 
Italy’s problem of over population. 


Eritrea has only 4,188 registered 
Italians within its borders. Italian So- 
maliland has less than 2,000. The plain 
truth is, Italians do not like to live in 
that part of the world. 


Mussolini’s claim that he desires 
Ethiopia as a place to send his surplus 
population is, from all indications, a 
plain diplomatic falsehood. 

What, then, is his true purpose? 

The Ethiopian campaign is simply a 
spring-board from which Mussolini ex- 
pects to jump in plunging Europe and 
northern Africa into war. He is count- 
ing on the soil of Ethiopia to supply the 
necessary gold to satisfy his creditors 
and to make future conquests possible. 

Gold and So deposits are known 
to exist in the western part of Ethiopia 
near the Sudan frontier. There, are to 
be found the headquarters of the river 
Werka Warka—which is a term that 
signifies “River of Gold.” 

Interesting records have been found 
in this region indicating that the Phar- 
aohs of ancient Egypt sent there for 


enormous supplies of the precious met- 
al. Mountain sides bear Egyptian de- 
signs and hieroglyphies dating back to 
the dawn of recorded history. 


Ethiopian slaves, in large numbers, 
work along the Werka Warka river ex- 
tracting quantities of gold from its 
sandy beds. Notwithstanding the prim- 
itive mining methods of these slaves, 
they extract an average of about eight 
thousand ounces each year. 


Italian engineers have long since sat- 
isfied themselves that some of the rich- 
est mineral deposits in the world re- 
main to be tapped in the land of Haile 
Salassie. 

Solomon sent to this territory, in 
olden times, for gold from the city of 
Ophir. The site of Ophir is supposed to 
have been somewhere at the headwaters 
of the Nile, in the mountains of Ethi- 
opia. 

In the light of the above disclosures, 
the following prophetic passage from 
Daniel becomes very significant:

The Science 


of Scripture

T is no new thing for the public 
to hear of “the oppositions of 
science falsely so-called’, to the 
revelation of truth contained in 
the Bible. 


But so frequent and insistent have 
they become lately that rasa A have 
come to think that science must be right 
and the Bible wrong. As a matter of 
fact science, exact science, is right and 
the Bible in no way contradicts any of 
its true findings. Biblical science was 
right long before the systems of modern 
science became known. 


The primary meaning of science is 
knowledge, for the origin of the word 


is from the Latin scio, “I know”. If 
science is only what is known,—proved 
to be so,—then certainly no fact of na- 
ture can contradict a fact of Scripture, 
for the God, who ordered the facts of 
nature also recorded the facts which 
are in the Bible. 


During the fifteen hundred years 
which elapsed from the time the first 
penman of revelation took his pen to 
write until John, the last, laid down his 
pen, a multitude of theories of science 
were held and taught by the leaders 
of the past. But one will search in vain 
for any trace of their influence upon 
Holy Writ. 


It is almost unbelievable the fantas- 
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tic theories which many of the ancient 
philosophers propounded. If, for in- 
stance, we were to compare the philoso- 
phy of life in the book of Job with that 
of Plato or Aristotle the excellent wis- 
dom of the former would only make the 
more grotesque the blunders of the lat- 
ter. 


The ancients believed the earth was 
held on the shoulders of a giant, named 
Atlas, who in turn stood on a huge 
elephant, who likewise stood on a tor- 
toise, who stood on no one knows what. 
But the balance of the earth in space, 
maintained in an orbit by gravitation, 
is declared by Job in his inspired ref- 
erence, “he geth the earth upon 
nothing.” Job 26:7. 


When the philosophy of Egypt was 
proclaiming a “flat earth” Isaiah was 
saying: “It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth” thus proclaiming 
its sphericity. 


Again in Job 26:7 we read: “He 
stretched out the north over the empty 
place”, and in Psalms 19:6 David says: 
“His- going forth is from the end of 
the heaven, and his circuit unto the 
ends of it”. Modern science has re- 
cently found that this is true. 


Present astronomical measurements 
have revealed that the whole solar sys- 
tem is moving through space toward 
the north. Another astronomical term 
is that used by James to describe the 
unchangeable character of God. He 
says God has no parallax. (Jas. 1:17) 
A parallax is an angle by which the 
size and distance of the heavenly bodies 
are measured. It is the shadow cast by 
the sun in its apparent turning at the 
solstice. The lessons in divine truth 
which might be drawn from this fact 
are many. For God is here described 
as casting no shadow. You can not get 
a line on Him to tell how large He is 
or how far away. 


The tides of the sea are due to the 
differing attraction of the sun and 
moon. This is a fact of which Job tells 


us when he says: “He that com: th 
the waters with bounds until the da 
and night come to an end”. Job 26:10. 
Here he revealed something which he 
had never seen and which was not 
known in his day. 


In the radio we have one of the most 
recent discoveries, though its achieve- 
ments have only be Its possibili- 
ties are not unmentioned in Scripture. 
In Psalm 65:8 “Thou makest the out- 
goings of the morning and evening to 
rejoice’. A truer translation would 


the morning and evening to sing”. This 
is the very latest news of science,— 
namely that light is vocal. 


The rapid vibrations in the ether 
waves, which constitute light, are full 
of sound and as the rising sun sends 
his radiations of light out. over the 
world, music is in the air, though as 
yet we have not been able to pick it up. 
Man can now send his voice over the 
air by means of this same ether, but 
sometime a perfected means will be 
provided to pick other sounds from the 
sky. Similar expressions are found in 
Job 38:7 and Psalm 19:2 which were 
once thought to be poetic language but 
are now known to be scientific facts. 


Another scientific accuracy of the 
Bible is found in Isaiah 40:22, “He 
stretcheth out the heavens as a cur- 
tain”. The word translated “curtain” 
is really “thinness” which describes 
with marvellous accuracy the medium 
known as ether and which fills all 
space. 


An interesting bit of meteorological 
data is found in the following: “He 
causeth the vapours to ascend from the 
ends of the earth; he maketh lightnings 
for the rain; he bringeth the wind out 
of his treasuries.”

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Reading, Writing and Radicalism

NOT long ago an educator of 

standing, a woman of more 
than twenty years teaching ex- 
perience, and a candidate for 
member of the School Board of 
one of the largest school districts 
in Western America, made this 
statement: “It is not considered 
‘modern’ to put much stress on 
arithmetic in our public schools 
today. The prevailing practice is 
to give the pupils in the lower 
grades five hours a week of art, 
and only two hours a week of 
arithmetic.” 


I talked with this woman personally 
and was assured that this practice is 


appallingly widespread. has sup- 
planted arithmetic! She went on to 
explain what this means. Art, of 


course, is the most subtle and impres- 
sive form of alg sea nae Children too 
young to read can understand the “fun- 
ny papers”—and they can also under- 
stand the more elementary forms of 
“proletarian” art which instil hatred of 
religion, the home, and the American 
system of government. 


Children who cannot pronounce, let 
alone comprehend the meaning of, such 
words as “proletariat”,: and “capitalist” 
can, through the medium of pictures, 
be taught to view the so-called “class 
struggle” in distorted and un-Christian 
light; pictures and cartoons are the 
best mediums for impressing children 
with the idea that all employers are vile 
villains. Naturally, when children are 
taught to draw class distinctions them- 
selves, when they are instructed in a 
kind and form of art which — 
molds their prejudices to coincide wit 
proletarian propaganda—the effect is 
doubly bad. 


The extent to which pictures can dis- 
tort the minds and lives of the young 
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has been well demonstrated by the mo- 
tion picture. But doing is always a more 
potent factor in character-transforma- 
tion than is mere watching. That is 
why school children are being put 
through five hours a week of drawing— 
drawing the kind of pictures, according 
to the forms of instruction, laid down 
by the “proletarian art” department of 
the Soviet propaganda machine. As 
this teacher told me, it is all very sub- 
tle; the pupils are filled with propa- 
ganda and pro-Soviet prejudice very 
slyly through the course of the art 
study, without the students’ even know- 
ing it. 


Socialism Refuted 


The uninitiated, outside observer might 
have difficulty seeing just how the tive 
hours a week of drawing inclines the 
pupil to anti-Americanism. The Marx- 
ist content of the elementary art studies 
is well veiled. But it is there. And it 
has its poisonous effects! 


The ordinary child goes to school for 
at least twelve years, and many go for 
sixteen years. So the Communist 
teacher in the primary grades need not 
do the whole job of subverting the child. 
Her function is to prepare the child’s 
mind and heart for outright Communist 
indoctrination in high school and uni- 
versity. The substitution of art for 
arithmetic as a major study is accom- 
plishing that result. 


Arithmetic, after all, is the founda- 
tion of all common sense and of much 
common decency. It is the basis of ail 
sound thinking and of much sound liv- 
ing. If a child is well impressed with 
the fact that 2 plus 2 are 4, and not 
40, it will be hard to convince him that 
“nationalizing” the wealth of the nation 
and then dividing it up will 
everyone rich. If the child is thor- 
oughly taught that you cannot add to 
Johnnie’s marbles without subtracting 
from Jimmie’s, he will realize that So- 
cialistic schemes for redistribution of 
wealth imply taking money out of one 
man’s pocket and putting it into an- 
other’s. 


THE CHILD WHO KNOWS HIS 
ARITHMETIC KNOWS THAT SO- 
CIALISM IS THEFT. That is, no 
doubt, the reason why so many of our 
“advanced” educators have decided that 
it really is not desirable that the child 
know his arithmetic! 


Radicalism in Our Schools 


The distortion of high school educa- 
tion, in many parts of the country, in 
the interests of Marxist propaganda is 
probably even more pronounced than 
that of the primary schools. A striking 
and typical instance of how Communism 
and other criminal doctrines—other 
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doctrines which sanction theft—are be- 
ing taught in high schools was supplied 
recently in the courtroom of Teles 
Martin Welsh of Sacramento, Califor- 
nia. In Judge Welsh’s court, a youth 
was convic of burglary. 


The boy’s father wrote the Judge a 
most revealing letter, which was pub- 
lished in the daily press. The father 
said that his boy had learned lawiless- 
ness and atheism at high school. He 
wrote, in eae: “The fact that he was 
taught in high school not to believe in 
a God, because science doesn’t, led to 
his downfall. I blame all this upon his 
high school education. When in high 
school he learned from his chemistry 
books how to make alcohol. When he 
graduated, he came home to our moun- 
tain cabin and began making moonshire 
whiskey by a formula he learned in 
—— What he couldn’t drink, he’d 
sell,’ 


Judge Welsh commented in passing 
sentence of six months in jail upon the 
youth: “There is no doubt in the court’s 
mind but that this father is stating 
the absolute truth of the case. Drinking 
and other habits and ideas which our 
modern youths are learning in some 
high- schools certainly are doing much 
to undermine their morals and respect 
for law.” 


Sovietizing Our Schools 


Soviet Russia, directly and indirectly, 
is shaping the educational program oi 
many schools in America. This is, of 
course, in flat violation of the condi- 
tions of her recognition by the United 
States. The Stalinist subverters have 
gone so far as to have the state text- 
book eroening house in Moscow, an 
official agency of the Soviet govern- 
ment, print textbooks in English for use 
in the United States. 


And the thousands of “friends of the 
Soviet Union’, as well as the subsidized 
Soviet propagandists, in our schools can 
be relied upon to see that these Mos- 
cow-prepared textbooks ARE used in 
our educational institutions. One of the 
Soviet textbooks, printed in English, 
and now being circulated and used in 
schools in America, is entitled History: 
A Textbook for the Middle Schools. 
It opens with the question: What is 
history? This is its reply, on pages 
8 and 4: “History is a science which 
analyzes how and when inequality ap- 
peared among men and how classes 
arose and class struggle began. .. . This 
science shows that Capitalism will soon 
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be abolished in Europe, America, and 
all other Capitalist countries. The pro- 
letarian revolution will take place there 
as it did in the Soviet Union in 1917... 


“In the countries where Capitalism 
still exists the Communist International 
is the fighting, directing general staff 
of all active revolutionary struggles of 
the Communist parties of the world.” 


This book bears on the title page 
“Approved by the People’s Commis- 
sariat of the USSR.” All of which 
sheds some violet ray reflections upon 
the sincerity of our pink professors who 
shout long and loud about “Academic 
Freedom.” According to them, it is a 
grave violation of Academic Freedom 
to require that teachers use textbooks 
approved by our State Legislature, act- 
ing for the parents and taxpayers, the 
people, of America. But to require 
that American teachers use textbooks 
approved by the People’s Commissariat 
of the USSR is quite in accord with 
the principle of Academic Freedom! 


The professorial pleaders for Aca- 
demic Freedom howl “persecution” 
when, as actually does happen now and 
then, the aroused Christian citizenry 
of a State see to it that some more 
blatant Communist professor is dis- 
charged from the faculty of tax-sup- 
ported schools. But these pink profes- 
sors are the most despotic tyrants in 
the world when they get a chance to 
wield authority; instances are current 
of teachers who have been summarily 
discharged for no other reason than 
that they refused to teach Communism, 
as ordered by the clique in control of 
the educational institution in which 
they were employed. 


Characteristic Duplicity 


Recently the people of California got 
a good insight into the meaning of Aca- 
demic Freedom, as interpreted by the 
subversivists. A Communistic profes- 
sor was discharged from one of the 
State Junior Colleges for teaching rad- 
icalism. About the same time a loyal 
rofessor in another State College 
orcefully denounced Communism in a 
public address. The radical organiza- 
tions then flooded the State with two 
leaflets. One of the leaflets demanded 
that the Communistic professor be re- 
instated, in the name of Academic Free- 
dom! The other demanded that the 
loyal American professor be discharged, 
in the name of Academic Freedom 


Academic Freedom, according to the 
pinks, means freedom for Communists 
to teach Communism, but censorship 
and suppression for Americans who at- 
tempt to teach Americanism. 


Whites and Black Mingle 


Radicalism is, of course, most inten- 
sively and virulently taught in colle eS 
and universities. But in realizing this, 
we should not forget that the sovietiz- 
ing of youth is now being started in the 
primary grades, carried on and ad- 


vanced through high school, and round- - 


ed off in the university. 


Communist college professors build 
upon the results of subtle propagand. 
sowed by their colleagues in high 
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schools and grade schools- 


Recently I attended an important 
meeting of the radical American Youth 
Congress and heard a discussion of the 
plans and purposes of that organization 
for the coming year. This year, it was 
repeatedly asserted, the radicals, stu- 
dents and professors alike, are concen- 
trating their efforts on the drive for 
“social equality” for all races. The ap- 
plication of this principle and propa- 
ganda is evident before the eyes of all 
who have contacts with collegiate youth 
today. Negro collegians and white co- 
eds are going together openly—to danc- 
es and to other social functions. In- 
deed, in some cases they have openly 
announced their engagements! 


The Rev. L. P. Buroker, writing in 
the National, Republic for October, 
states that at the national convention of 
the American Youth Congress, held 
during the summer in Detroit, he ob- 
served the following: “While Clarence 
Hathaway expounded the doctrine of 
Communism, not three seats removed 
from me a white girl clung to the arm 
and openly petted with one of the black- 
est sons of Africa I have ever seen. 
This was not an isolated instance. All 
one had to do was to stand at the main 
entrance for a little while either be- 
fore, during or following a session of 
the Congress, to see the same thing 
dozens of times.” 


The Chief of Police of one of our 
large college cities in the West has 
publicly called attention to the appal- 
ling moral conditions developing as a 
result of college girls going down into 
the “Black Belt” of the city to consort 
with negroes and put into practice the 
rofessorially endorsed principles of 
‘social equality for all races.” 


This is a most unpleasant, a most re- 
volting, _ subject. et our Christian 
citizenry must be informed about it— 
and they must do something about it. 
For professors in some of our univer- 


sities are openly teaching that inter- 
marriage of whites and blacks is a de- 
sirable thing which should be encour- 
aged. Dr. F. H. Hankins of Smith Col- 
lege has written a book, popularly in 
use as a textbook or reference textbook 
in many American educational institu- 
tions. Some time ago a group of Chris- 
tian men made a survey of the teach- 
ings prevalent in tax-supported-uni- 
versities. In their published report, 
this is what they pe about Dr. Han- 
kins’ Racial Basis of Civilization: 
“Contends that‘ America should wel- 
come all colors, remove all marriage re- 
strictions, and that the only way to 
build a superior civilization is to cross- 
breed the races. Advocates union of 
whites and blacks, involving the union 
of black men with white women; like- 
wise with Turks and Chinese.” (Some 
professors go so far as not only to ad- 
vocate intermarriage, but to approve 
promiscuous intermixture, of the races. 
An idea of how some of them tacitly 
give approval to free-love among white 
and colored students is given in my 
novel, The Vanishing Virgin, which is 
based on existing conditions in certain 
universities. ) 


Universities Responsible For Crime 


Our American statesmen and politi- 
cians have for years been showing great 
concern over the contempt for law so 
widely prevalent, especi among the 
young. Yet few of them have investi- 
gated the true sources of this attitude 
of mind; few have discovered that it is 
an attitude of mind and heart toward 
which students are inclined by perni- 
cious instruction in many colleges. 


We have already seen one ical ex- 
—_ of how high school students are 
influenced to lawlessness. The laws of 
many of our States prohibit intermar- 
riage of white and colored people. Yet 
some of our professors in State Uni- 
versities are urging students to follow

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a course of conduct directly in violation 
of these laws. Students are even 
taught that all our laws are unworthy 
of respect. 


In Crucifying Christ in Our Colleges, 
which { wrote with the collaboration of 
students of four State Universities, the 
statement of a popular professor of 
economics is quoted. He teaches, “Law 
is the instrument of the ruling classes 
whereby they perpetuate their power 
and privilege to rule and rob.” Accord- 
ing to this teaching, it would be wrong 
to uphold the law, since so doing mere- 
ly enables the “ruling classes” to rob 
the people more ruthlessly. 


In this book is given a typical exam- 
ple of how certain professors encour- 
aged student violation of Prohibition. 
Teachers of hygiene taught their stu- 
dents that total abstinence is “fanat- 
ical” and that “moderate drinking” is 
“healthful.” What else could result ex- 
cept drinking in defiance of the law, 
when students were taught that the 
Eighteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution was based on “fanaticism” and 
even “sadism”, and not on a recogni- 
tion of the evils of aleohol and the bene- 
fits of total abstinence?

Following the lead and example of 
their fellow professors of radicalism 
who have been promoted to the Roose- 
velt Brain Trust, college professors of 
pink persuasion throughout the nation 
are starting an intensified drive on the 
Constitution.

The purpose, 
apparently, is to convey the impression 
that the Supreme Court is “outmoded”, 
a deceased and decaying relic which 
is rapidly passing out of existence- 

is, of course, fits in with the pro- 
gram of the Brain Trust of slurring

as “nine old men in kimonos.”

The Spiritual Message of the Great Pyramid

HE Great Pyramid most force- 

fully substantiates the Bibte 
when it teaches that man was 
created in the image of God and 
that subsequently, through dis- 
obedience and sin, he lost his orig- 
inal innocence and wisdom and 
was cut off from immediate com- 
munion with his Maker. 


Paul states this truth in the first 
chapter of Romans: “As they did not 
like to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind.” 


It is generally accepted that the 
Great Pyramid was erected as early as 
2170 B. C. This goes back to the time 
of the Bible patriarchs. Without 
doubt, one of the ancients of the priest- 
ly order of Melchizedeck was the God- 
inspired architect of this great struc- 
ture. We are not now interested in 
his name. 


It should also be noted that this same 
group of wise men charted the heavens, 
named the constellations and discovered 
their significance and spiritual import. 
An adequate consideration of these 
facts concerning these ancient “Sons of 
God” is most suggestive and revealing. 


But our present purpose has to do 


with the revelation from God which 
they have left in the form of this great 
monument, which is, at the same time, 
the first, and the last of the “Seven 
Great Wonders” of the ancient world. 
And it bids fair yet to become the 
Great Wonder of this modern world. 


Its Scientific Importance 


Built according to principles of exact 
mathematics, the Great. Pyramid was 
erected upon solid rock which had first 
been leveled in exact conformity to 
the curvature of the earth. This ac- 
counts for its wonderful preservation 
in spite of earthquakes and other dis- 
turbances. 


It was built of materials which rep- 
resented the specific gravity of the 
earth. Its size, shape, and weight are 
earth commensurate. So are its units 
of measurements, the Pyramid inch and 
the Pyramid cubit; the inch in relation 
to the earth’s polar diameter, and the 
cubit to the earth’s circumference. Its 
base lines give the exact length of the 
solar year in terms of cubits. The 
height of the Pyramid, taken as a radi- 
us - relation to its base, squares the 
circle. 


The height of the Pyramid, multiplied 
by ten to the ninth power, gives the 
exact, scientifically determin dis- 
tance from the earth to the sun. At 
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the exact instant when the Pyramid’s 
chronology is indicated as having its 
beginning, Alcyone in the Pleiades, be- 
lieved by the ancients to be the throne 
of God in the center of His universe, 
was exactly at meridian above the Py- 
ramid’s apex. 


Modern scientists have proved that 
the whole known universe is revolving 
about the Pleiades as its center. 


We mention but one more fact, 
among many—the Pyramid is now 
known to be in the exact center of the 
land area of the world and stands the 
most accurately oriented structure ever 
built by man in any age. 


Its Spiritual Importance 


Here are these scientific calculations, 
built into this great structure, at a time 
and by men considered by “Modernists” 
to be enveloped in uncertain tradition 
and very far down the scale in evolu- 
tionary development. This fact brings 
to us the force of its spiritual message 
for our day. 


These scientific facts are built into 
the Pyramid. They are there. No 
amount of argument will do away with 
them. The architect had to be in pos- 
session of this scientific knowledge and 
‘to be possessed of skill, such as no mod- 
ern engineer has evidenced. 


There is only one conclusion that can 
possibly be reached. That is—among 
the ancients were men who “walked and 
talked with God”; and that, to them, 
God Himself gave wisdom and impart- 
ed knowledge surpassing that acquired 
under Christian enlightenment by schol- 
ars and scientists of the highest attain- 
ments in our own day. ere is no 
other reasonable deduction possible. 


Furthermore, the Great Pyramid’s 
secret is hid to all but scientists of our 
day who are Christians. Skeptics see 
in it a pile of stone. Believers, who 
search, find that it contains deep spir- 
itual teaching. Its message is unin- 
telligible except to those who come to 
it still holding to the validity of the 
units of Biblical measure in terms of 
the Pyramid inch and cubit. 


The measures given mean nothing to 
one who has not mastered God’s Word 
and who knows nothing of the divine 
plan of salvation. No scientist using 
the atheistic metric-system can get any- 
where in unveiling the Pyramid’s mes- 
sage to the “wise men” of today. 


In the Pyramid is positive proof of 
the “fall of man’ and the guarantee of 
the restoration of all things through the 
knowledge and power of Jesus Christ- 
This knowledge, just as that in the book 
of Daniel, and other prophetic Scrip- 
tures, was sealed up and preserved, to 
be unfolded to the generation most con- 
cerned, at “the end time.” Strangely 
enough, that generation proves to be 
our own. 


But, the Great Pyramid which con- 
firms these things also indicates that 
comparatively few will believe, receive 
and act upon them. Few believed in 
the annunciation and ministry of our 
Lord at His first coming. The priests 
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and rulers, today, will be no more pre- 
pared for Christ’s Second Coming than 
were their official ancestors of old. 
This is sad, but true. The moment for 
the absolute authentication of these 
statements is far nearer than most peo- 
ple dream. 


Satan’s Influence 


We have said that the Great Pyramid 
demonstrates the fact of the fall of 
man. In harmony with this revelation, 
its subterranean passage system un- 
veils the awful consequences of that fall 
both to men and nations. 


At the precise moment, indicating the 
beginning of the Pyramid’s chronolog- 
ical record, the low descending passage, 
levelled as a telescope, pointed directly 
to Alpha Draconis, the Dragon star, 
which was the Pole star at that time. 
This could not happen again for more 
than twenty-five centuries. At that 
same moment, the apex of the Pyramid 
pointed directly to Alcyone, which, as 
we have already stated, was believed 
by the ancients to be the seat of God’s 
throne. 


Thus, the Pyramid fairly shouts a 
warning of the dire consequences of sin 
to men and nations who continue their 
downward course under the influence of 
“that old serpent, the dragon”, whom 
we know more commonly as Satan and 
the Devil- 


From its beginning, the descending 
passage slopes sharply down into the 
earth, fully one hundred feet below the 
Pyramid’s base. Here, two things 
should be noted. First, that from the 
sloping passage, near its lowest level, 
there branches off an opening, which 
leads through a tortuous, rock-hewn 
channel up to the precise point where 
the Pyramid chronology indicates that 
the resurrection of Christ occurred. As 


plainly as hewn rock can do it, here is 
Indicated the deliverance from Sheol 
of those held captive by death until 
Christ arose from the dead “and led 
captivity captive.’ While our Lord’s 
body was in the tomb, He visited the 
“spirits in prison.” This is typified by 
the underground passage ways of the 
Pyramid. 


But, only those who believe, are saved 
out of any dispensation. The sinful and 
unbelieving continue to “go down to 
the pit.” They fairly crowd one an- 
other on the downward trail today. 
The end is destruction. This, the Great 
Pyramid reveals in unmistakable sym- 
bolism. 


Second, at its lowest level, the des- 
cending passage becomes horizontal for 
a few feet and terminates in a peculiar 
subterranean chamber, called most sig-

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nificantly “the bottomless pit.” Here, 
everything in its structure suggests 
“up-side-downness”- Sin and rebellion 
toward God are the antipodes to right- 
eousness and obedience. The very rocks 
shout this fact. 


This “pit”, or subterranean chamber, 
has no floor. It slopes in from all four 
sides, affording a ve recarious foot- 
ing. Loose stones and slippery surfaces 
make a misstep dangerous. Near the 
center of the chamber is a deep shaft, 
with a wedge-shaped bottom, formed 
by a crevice in the rock far below. 


Nothing inanimate could more per- 
fectly symbolize the danger and end 
of those who, careless and sinful, “go 
down to the sides of the pit”. In other 
words, the Great Pyramid tells this 
generation that God’s Word is true 
when it warns men of the consequences 
of sin and disobedience. 


It is an unmistakable fact that the 
message of the Gospel is stamped into 
this amazing structure. 


Judgment Predicted 


In this day, when noted pulpiteers 
vaunt their disbelief in a personal Devil, 
and numerous cults teach that there are 
no such things as sin and retribution, 
and surely not a “hell”, this great “wit- 
-- all speaks in authentication of God’s 

ord, 


It is a message to an age of doubt 
and unbelief. It is a message to the 
scientific world, which, in intellectual 
arrogance, has had so much to do with 
killing the faith of our young people in 
colleges and universities. 


One may not believe the written 
Word: He can do no other than believe 
the message of the > ising regarding 
these awful truths. ey are built into 
the very bowels of the earth to sub- 
stantiate the Word in a time of doubt 
—which has resulted from the careless 
if not godless, teaching of science. 


Strange, but true, a short, blind pas- 
sage is cut into the rock from a point 
opposite the entrance passage. It 
speaks. Sin is coming to an abrupt 
end. Satan will be chained in the pit 
and then released for “a little season.” 
But, thank God, the ultimate end is to 
be final and complete. 


This is plainly indicated for all world- 
ly minded sin loving men; and for all 
nations that forget God and turn the 
world into a shambles with their Satan- 
inspired desires for bloody conquest. 
The day of judgment draws on apace.

Important Predictions 


At the point where the horizontal 
passage from the foot of the descending 
slope reaches the subterranean cham- 
ber, a peculiar fact is noted. The 
threshold at the floor-level, wigem 
exactly five inches beyond the side 
walls..

Let the reader note: the 
measurement at the edge of this step 
gives the exact date indicated, far up in

The blackest day in ancient Jewish 
history was when the Ark was captured 
by the Philistines. Tradition says that 
its possession caused the Philistines 
such an epidemic of misfortunes 
throughout their land that they cram- 
med the Ark with gold and, hitching it 
to driverless carts allowed it to be 
driven out of their country.

The 
attendant ceremony was marked by two 
weeks of ——. during which Solo- 
mon slaughtered 22,000 oxen and 130,- 
000 sheep. 


THE PRESENT LOCATION OF 
THE ARK IS A MATTER OF PRO- 
FOUND INTEREST. The Bible is sil- 
ent on the subject while tradition gives 
many theories. 


There are those who believe the Ark 
to be buried in Palestine. Others think 
it was destroyed by Titus in 70 A. D. 
when he besieged Jerusalem. Some Bi- 
ble students teach that it is now m 
Heaven, while others believe it to be 
hid away in Aksum, Ethiopia. 


The latter opinion is no doubt the 
most tenable, especially in view of re- 
cent orthodox Jewish attempts to pre- 
serve the Ark. According to an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Paris (July 
27, 1935): “JEWISH INTERESTS ARE 
SEEKING TO SAVE THE BIBLICAL 
ARK OF THE COVENANT FROM 
VIOLATION IN THE WAR _ BE- 
TWEEN ITALY AND ETHIOPIA. 


“Since the Ark was carried into battle 
by the Jews in ancient times as a pro- 
tection against the enemy, a Semitic 
syndicate has approached French under- 
writers about the possibility of insuring 
the Ark against war damage. 

“Hebrew scholars acclaim the Ark as 
of inestimable value in a religious sense 
and one of the greatest historic relics 
of all time. 


“It was believed the Ethiopians, with 
their Semitic tradition and ancestry, 
might again bring it forth. This time 
it would be in the midst of tanks, air- 
planes and machine guns instead of 
spear-bearing foemen as recorded in the 
Old Testament. 


“In view of such a possibility, a group 
of Jews referred to as a Semitic syn- 
dicate approached the underwriters and 
asked the cost of the unusual transac- 
tion involving evaluation of the most 
— religious symbol of early Is- 
rael. 


Solomon and the Queen of Sheba 


The Ethiopian tradition of the remov- 
al of the Ark from Jerusalem is set 
forth in an ancient manuscript known 
as “Fetha Nagast”, meaning, “Glory of 
the Kings.” This manuscript was 
found by English soldiers when they 
invaded Ethiopia after the battle of 
Magdala in 1868. They sent it to the 
British Museum. 


Later Emperor John of Ethiopia sent 
this message to Queen Victoria of Eng- 
land: “Tell your Queen that her sol- 
diers carried away from Theodorus’ 
room a book which is dearer than any 
other to the Br ye Emperors. It 
is the history of the Queen of Sheba 
and of her son: Our Book. I pray God 
that it may be returned to me.” 


This ancient goat skin bound manu- 
script now has written on the back of 
its last page, “This volume was re- 
turned to the King of Ethiopia by order 
of the Trustees of the British Museum, 
December 14, 1872. J. Winter Jones 
(Principal Librarian).” 


About thirty years ago Emperor 
Menelik gave Hugues LeRoux, a learn- 
ed Frenchman, permission to translate 
“Fetha Nagast”’. The translation is 
entitled: “Magda, Queen of Sheba”. 
These sacred writings were then pub- 
lished in English by Funk & Wagnalls 
of New York. Menelik’s object was te 
have the world read the proof that 
Ethiopia’s ruling family descends from 
Queen Magda of Sheba and King Solo- 
mon. Haile Selassie, King of Kings, 
Conquering Lion of Judah, the present 
Emperor of Ethiopia, perpetuates the 
same conviction as that of his predeces- 
sors and firmly believes that he is a 
direct descendant of the Magda-Solo- 
mon union. 

“Fetha Nagast” reveals Queen Mag- 
da’s interest in the wisdom of Solomon. 
Her stately journey to Jerusalem and 
Solomon’s royal hospitality are all de- 
tailed. The solemn covenant created 
by the Queen for the maintenance of 
her virginity is set forth, together with 
Solomon’s intrigue and breakage of his 
vow. 


Quoting the ancient manuscript lit< 
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erally, King Solomon “admired the 
courage, the force, the beauty and in- 
nocence and the virginity of the Queen,” 
and gave her a handsome gold ring say- 
ing: “Take this ring and keep it as a 
token of ed love. If thou shouldst ever 
bear a child this ring will be the sign 
of recognition. If it should be a son 
send him to me. And in any case may 
the peace of God be with thee.” 


As the story continues “nine months 
and the five days after she had left 
King Solomon, she gave birth to a 
son” whom she named Bainelekhem, 
which means “The Son of the Wise 
Man.” This brought great joy to the 
Ethiopians because it meant a perma- 
nent alliance with the greatest monarch 
in the world. 


On Bainelekhem’s twelfth birthday he 
demanded of his mother: “Majesty, tell 
me who my father is?” She told him 
‘and he was pleased. Ten years later 
he said to his mother: “I leave you to 
go and see the face of my father. I 
shall return by the grace of God—of 
the God of Israel.” 


Ethiopia Claims the Ark 


Bainelekhem reached the seat of Sol- 
omon’s Kingdom, presented the golden 
ring, and was royally received. He was 
instructed in the statecraft of Solomon 
and acquired much wisdom. He re- 
ceived special personal instruction in 
the civil, moral, and religious laws of 
God from Azareas, the son of the High 
Priest, Zadok. Solomon was delighted 
with his son and wanted to keep him 
with him and make him King of Israel, 
to succeed him, but Bainelekhem, like 
-_ mother, was determined to return 

ome. 


Before returning to his home, Baine- 
lekhem made up his mind to start the 
real religion in Ethiopia and must 
therefore have the Ark of the Covenant 
to begin it. He pleaded with Solomon 
to give him the sacred Ark. Solomon 
refused, but ordered an exact replica 
made for Bainelekhem and the Ethi- 
opian Kingdom. The replica was so 

rfect that a layman could not detect 
it from the original, but this did not 
satisfy Bainelekhem—he wanted the 
genuine. 


With the cooperation of Zadok’s son 
and others, Bainelekhem plotted the 
possession of the original Ark. Solo- 
mon’s worthless replica was secretly 
slipped into the Holy of Holies in the 
Temple and the valued sacred Ark of 
the Covenant stolen. In this connection 
Bainelekhem and his retinue “loaded 
the Tables of the Law upon a chariot, 
covered them over with old harnesses 
with wornout garments and ed 


pil and made a speedy flight to 
Ethiopia. 

“As strange as it may seem”, accord- 
ing to “Fetha Nagast”, the taking of 


the Ark seemed to have divine approval. 
As the story goes, an angel of the Lord 
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appeared in a dream to Azareas, the 
son of the High Priest, Zadok, telling 
him how to steal the Ark of the Cov- 
enant, which is “the residence of Zion.” 


Solomon and Zadok were shocked by 
the news of the Ark theft and sent 
horsemen in an unsuccessful pursuit of 
the thieves. 


The story ends with the resignation 
of Queen Magda from the throne of 
Ethiopia and the proclamation of Bain- 
elekhem as King Menelik I. And thus 
begins the long line of Ethiopian kings 
from the offspring of Magda-Solomon 
to Haile Selassie as per “Fetha Nag- 
ast”, tradition, et al. 


Future Glory 


And now, the priceless Ark of the 
Covenant is supposed to be secretly 
hidden away in one of the cave-churches 


in the holy city of Aksum, Ethiopia 
which was recently captured by Mus- 
solini. 

An interesting question: “Will Mus- 
solini unearth the Ark and send it to 
Jerusalem when the seven year Cove- 
a is made to rebuild the Jewish Tem- 
ple? ” 


This we know by the word of the 
Lord—the Shekinah Glory, which de- 
parted from Israel and ascended to 
heaven, will return, enveloping the Lord 
Jesus Christ, when He comes in His 
revelation as King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords.

It is because of the close resemblance 
that Mussolini bears to the man whom 
Daniel has depicted that prophetic stu- 
dents have for the past ten or twelve 
years been — watching this man 
who has become the outstanding figure 
in world affairs. His activities during 
the past few months have stirred up re- 
newed interest, and prophetic itistente 
are wondering if indeed he will yet 
prove himself to be the Man of Sin, 
who will exalt himself above all that is 
called God. 


(1) Daniel, chapter two, relates Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s dream and Daniel’s inter- 
pretation. The image portrayed human 
government; each metal represented a 
different form of world rulership. Neb- 
uchadnezzar was the head of gold, and 
the last metal, iron, is conceded by his- 
torians and prophetic students to rep- 
resent the Roman Empire. 


_ “The toes of the feet were part of 
tron and part of clay.” Verse 42. The 
Holy Spirit is careful to make it clear 
that the IRON extends clear into the 
toes of the image; this is strong evi- 
dence that Rome will be the seat of the 
last World Emperor. Mussolini’s con- 
trolling ambition is the revival of the 
Roman Empire; Julius Caesar is his 
ideal. The Fascist creed now boasts of 
a resurrected Roman Empire. Musso- 
lini is Scripturally in the seat of the 
Antichrist. Point one. 


(2) Daniel 11:21, “And in his estate 
shall stand up a vile person.” The 
Hebrew word for “vile” is bazah and 
means disesteemed or despised. In 
Italy Mussolini was so disesteemed on 
account of his radicalism that the gov- 
ernment once banished him, drove him 
out of the country and he was compelled 
to live in exile for a time. 


It is unusual that a person so des- 
pised should stand up as ruler over the 
people that exiled him. Point two. 


(8) Daniel 11:21, “He shall come in 
peaceably.” On October 30, 1922 Mus- 
solini, at the invitation of King Victor 
Emanuel, marched his army of Black- 
shirts on Rome and set himself up as 
an absolute Dictator without violence 
or bloodshed. Point three. 


(4) Daniel 11:21, “To whom they 
shall not give the honor of the king- 
dom.” Mussolini, although an absolute 
monarch, does not hold the title of king. 
King Victor, though but a figurehead, 
holds that title. Wonderful how Mus- 
solini fits the description as given in 
the verse 21. Point four. 


(5) Daniel 11:23, “After the league 
made with him he shall work deceit- 
fully.” Mussolini, like other radicals 
is a non-religious man, says himself 
that he “gets no philosophies from the 
sky”—yet, he cage gg established 
cordial relations with the Pope; re- 
placed the crucifix in the schools and 
made religious teaching in the schools 
compulsory; thereby winning the favor 
of the head of the Roman Catholic 
Church, which no doubt contributed 
greatly to his success. 


Most observers will admit that it was 
not Mussolini’s religion that prompted 
these actions,-but rather as a wise 
statesman he deemed it good policy to 
win the friendship of some 300,000,000 
Catholics scattered throughout the 
world. Later on the Pope has had 
reason to complain bitterly on Musso- 
lini’s actions, and possibly to question 
his sincerity at the first. Point five. 


(6) Daniel 11:23, “And shall become 
strong with a small people.” Italy at 
the time of Mussolini’s march on Rome 
had very little standing as a world 
power. The Literary Digest April 23, 
1927 described Italy at that time as a 
demoralized nation with anarchy pre- 
vailing. Today Italy is a powe na- 
tion, and Mussolini, without much dis- 
pute is the world’s strongest and most 
feared man. Point siz. 


(7) Daniel 8:28, “And in the latter 
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time of their kingdom, when the trans- 
gressors are come to the full, a king 
of fierce countenance . .. shall stand 
up.” An article in Liberty magazine 
dated Sep. 17, 1927, says: “The pic- 
ture of Mussolini has become fixed 
in the public consciousness, as that of 
a ferociously scowling Dictator, glaring 
with a baleful and rebuking eye.” The 
Literary Digest April 23, 1927 carried 
a full page cut of Mussolini, of which 
no better description could be given 
than the Scriptural one of “Fierce coun- 
tenance”. Point seven. 

(8) Daniel 8:24, “And his power 
shall be mighty, but not his own 
power.” The same writer in Liberty 
says: “I doubt if there exists a human 
being today with the power of Mus- 
solini to excite enthusiasm. To see 
Mussolini before his cohorts is to un- 
derstand the power of the individual 
over the mass mind.” By almost com- 
mon consent he has been styled “a su- 
perman”. Whence this at power? 
Should he yet prove to Antichrist 
the source of his power will become 
evident. Point eight. 

(9) Daniel 11:37, “Neither shall he 
regard... the desire of women.” This 
is a peculiar mark, but the writer of 
the Liberty article has much to say 
regarding this trait of Mussolini’s char- 
acter: “The women of the Roman aris- 
tocracy have made such a dead set for 
him, it’s almost a scandal. Sometimes 
it’s ridiculous, as at the reception given 
by a South American legation. The 
Premier sat very much bored, in a big 
chair, surrounded by all-too-openly 
adoring women. Their coquetry, their 
languishing looks, their vain attempts 
to elicit some response, seemed only to 
increase his indifference. He did not 
try to conceal his boredom, and, less 
tactful than frank, he yawned, rose and 
left. The ladies were crushed but still 
adoring.” Point nine. 


(10) Daniel 11:38, “But in his estate 
shall he honour the God of forces.” 
Quoting from Mussolini’s speech to the 
Italian Deputies, reported in the Sac- 
ramento Bee, May 27, 1927, he says: 
“We must, at a certain time, be able 
to mobilize 5,000,000 men. We must 
be able to arm them. We must fortify 
our navy and make our air force strong 
and numerous that its roaring motors 
will drown all other sounds, its shadows 
hide the sun over Italian soil. We will 
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be able then, between 1935 and 1940, 
when I believe there will be a crucial 
point in European history, finally to 
make our voice heard and see our rights 
recognized.” 


The Denver Post, Sept. 8, 1985 com- 
menting on the same subject carried 
the following headline: ‘9,000,000 of 
Italy’s 40,000,900 people available for 
military service constitute second larg- 
est army in the world, exceeded only 
by Soviet Russia.” The article continu- 
es, “Mussolini once said, for my part, 
I prefer 50 thousand rifles to 5,000,000 
votes. This is the doctrine of his na- 
tionalization—force and power that may 
be used when occasion dictates.” 


Commenting on the makeup of the 
present army it further states: “Then 
there are the Balilla, who correspond 
to the Boy Scouts of England and 
America. An infant army, consisting 
of lads from 7 to 12 yedrs of age who 
are now drilled as regular reserves. 
SOLDIERS FROM CRADLE TO 
GRAVE, IL DUCE’S NEW-FOUND 
MOTTO.” Mussolini certainly does 
“honor the God of forces.” Point ten. 


(11) Daniel 11:36, “And the king 
shall do according to his will.” Quoting 
from the Sacramento Bee, Nov. 23, 
1926: “Benito Mussolini holds Italy in 
the hollow of his hand. He is as much 
the undisputed lawgiver of the Italians 
as ever Moses was the lawgiver of the 
Israelites. Numerous Americans and 
English wonder why it is a whole na- 
tion meekly submits to the _ personal 
tyranny of this man Mussolini.” Mus- 
solini’s will is the supreme law of Italy. 
Point eleven. 


(12) Revelation 13:8, “And all that 
dwell upon the face of the earth shall 
worship him, whose names are not writ- 
ten in the book of life of the 
slain from the foundation of the world.” 
This prophecy is not yet fulfilled as 
touching “all that dwell upon the face 
of the earth;” yet it might not be amiss 
to examine the relations between this 
man Mussolini and the people over 
whom he rules. 


The Sacramento Bee, Nov. 11, 1926 
has this to say of Italy: “The atmos- 
phere is universally surcharged with 
Mussolini worship. The very air of 
Rome breathes Mussolini idolization. 
You find it everywhere—in banking 
circles, in educational gatherings, in 
labor unions; alike in the palatial home 
as in smallest hovel. And when one 
looks at what the man has accomplished 

done it practically alone—one 
cannot be surprised at this almost uni- 
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versal adoration.” Both capital and la- 
bor in Italy worship Mussolini, and 
should he become the world’s Dictator, 
end the depression and make business 
hum, he would certainly be worshipped 
in accordance with this Scripture. 
Point tweive. 

(13) Daniel 11:25, “And he shall stir 
up his power and his courage against 
the king of the south with a great ar- 
my; and the king of the south be stirred 
up to battle with a very great and 
mighty army; but he shall not stand; 
for they shall forcast devices against 
him.” The above Scripture and present 


day news item invite comparison.

Public opinion at this time agrees 
with this Scriptural prediction; Haile 
Selassie’s poorly equipped army has 
little chance against Mussolini’s modern 
war machinery. The Hebrew meaning 
of the words “forecast devices” is a con- 
trivance, machine or invention. Mus- 
solini’s great fleet of war planes ful- 
fills this prediction, and will without 
doubt win the war. 


Should Mussolini bring this campaign 
against Ethiopia to a successful con- 
clusion in accordance with the prophetic 
statement, it will be almost conclusive 
evidence (coming as it does in addi- 
tion to the earmarks already noted) 
that the Man of Sin is about to be re- 
vealed in the person of Mussolini. 
Point thirteen. 


To those who would object to the 
study of Mussolini in the light of proph- 
ecy, arguing that we are not looking 
for the Antichrist, but for the Christ to 
appear, we would answer: God has giv- 
en us His prophetic Word which He ex- 

us to examine in the light of its 
illment; and we dare not ignore the 
prophetic description of this outstand- 
ing world character, who may prove to 
be the one that will be destroyed by 
the brightness of the coming of our 
Lord. 





Some prophetic students argue that 
the Antichrist must be a Jew, and re- 
fuse to discuss Mussolini because his 
Jewish lineage cannot be established. 
It would seem reasonable that the Jews 
would refuse to accept a Gentile Mon- 
arch as their Messiah, yet it is said that 
one of the speakers at the first Zionist 
conference in 1897 made the statement 
to the effect that if the Sultan of Tur- 
key would give over Palestine as a 
homeland for the Jew that they would 
hail him as their Messiah. 


An interesting article on this sub- 
ject appeared in the February 1926 
number of the King’s Business. The 
writer stated: “I have read in several 
places that Mussolini is of Jewish de- 
cent. But here is something interest- 


ing; with the coming of Mussolini and 
his Fascisti, the Jews of Italy enlarged 
their power. The four strongest lead- 
ers of Fascism are Jews. Madame 
Mercherita Sarfoti, who occupies the 
responsible position of editor-in-chief 
of Mussolini’s own paper, is a Jewess, 
and her husband, also a Jew, is one of 
Mussolini’s close advisors.” 


It is a well known fact that Musso- 
lini is friendly to the Jew. Antichrist 
during the early part of his career wiil 
befriend the Jew, and “confirm a cove- 
nant” with them. There is, however, 
no positive Scripture to the effect that 
Antichrist must be a Jew, and it seems 
that this objection has little value in 
the face of the prepondering weight of 
evidence in favor of Mussolini. 


II Thessalonians 2:1-4, makes a posi- 
tive statement relative to the religious 
conditions on the earth before the 
Church is caught away to meet her 
Lord in the air; there must come “a 
falling away, and that man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition; who op- 
poseth and exalteth himself above al] 
that is called God.” 


The king depicted in Daniel eleven 
finally will “exalt himself, and magni- 
fy himself above every God”, verse 36. 
Should Mussolini yet magnify himself 
according to this Scripture, it would 
seem to be a sufficient identification 
mark to indicate to the Church that it 
is the revelation of the Antichrist. 
Saints of God: “Examine yourselves 
whether ye be in the faith,” then “Look 
up, and lift up your heads; for your re- 
demption draweth nigh.”

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A METHODIST PARABLE 





NO religious group in the Unit- 

ed States is suffering more 
from Radicalism, Socialism, 
Modernism and Communism than 
the Methodist denomination. 


This is due, in no small measure, to 
the pernicious teachings of Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell. 


Kirby Page, the well known Com- 
munist sympathizer, recently sent a 
questionnaire to 5,500 Methodist preach- 
ers. Of this number 1,845 declared 
themselves in favor of Socialism—34 
PER CENT. 


From the tenor of the various 
Christian Advocates, this ratie (of 34 
per cent) does not appear to be an ex- 
aggeration. Meanwhile, thousands of 
devout Methodist members, who still 
love the doctrines which John Wesley 
preached, are watching, with alarm, as 
the great spiritual foundations slide 
from beneath their Church. 


They know the leaders are guilty of 
betrayal. 


Paul saw the present apostasy com- 
ing: “For I know this, that after my 
departing shall grievous wolves enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock.” 


But, thank God, there are still many, 
many faithful Methodist preachers who 
have not bowed the knee to Baal. They 
have remained loyal to the great 
fundamentals of the Faith. These men 
are frequently ostracized by their lead- 
ers and are invariably given small 
charges in isolated communities—but 
they have retained their message! 


In Oklahoma, a certain Methodist 
preacher who has experienced the “ec-

paper, a few months ago, by his Dis- 
trict Superintendent, on which to write 
a statement to the effect that he would 
cease preaching the doctrine of the 
Second Coming of Christ.

The Tragedy of Free Love in Russia 


By J. Kurcit, Riga Latvia, Superintendent of the Russia Border Mission. 





(Editor’s Note: This article was written 
by a man who is a daily eye-witness to the 
terror of Bolshevism. Mr. Kurcit’s language, 
although slightly broken, has been retained.) 


THE work of the Russian Border 
Mission on the border of Rus- 
sia is a work of God’s grace. 
There is a great difference be- 
tween this and Satan’s mission 
which is working some ten steps 
on the other side of the border. 


From the border in the West to the 
city of Vladivostock in the East, 10,000 
kilometres, and from Archangel on the 
White Sea in the North, to Odessa on 
the Black Sea in the South, 3,000 kilo- 
metres, among those who would like to 
get Bibles or portions of Scriptures, it 
is not possible to find a copy. But on 
this side of the border, where I live, 
the missionaries bring Bibles to every 
Russian house, which they offer for a 
few santimes, while Scripture portions 
they distribute free of charge. 


One hundred and sixty million in- 
habitants in Russia without a Bible! 
Think of it! The Bible completely out- 
lawed! Should there be a family from 
which this rare Article has not been 
taken away, and for some reason the 
members of the family must separate, 
then the Bible is divided into as many 
parts as there are members, so that 
everyone can have a part of the Word 
of God. 


In some districts, to some of the 
Christian believers, one page of the 
Bible is more precious than many 
nicely bound Bibles to us. There are 
thousands of believers who have never 
seen a Bible, but have believed what 
others have told them. 


This side of the border, in Latvia, 
Poland and other border states, hun- 
dreds and thousands of children are 
going to Sunday School, learning to 
know God and His Word, growing up 
as believers, while on the other side of 
the border millions of children are 
growing up as wild heathen. “Free 
love”, utter disregard for moral purity 
and normal wedlock, is the cause of 
Russia’s growing heathenism. 


The New Generation 


While on this side of the border, 
natural and spiritual laws govern the 
family life; on the other side the peo- 
ple are practically without any law, 
and even lower than the family life of 
animals. 


While on this side of the border 


children are growing up in the warmth 
of their parents’ love, on the other side 
it is a crime, against the government 
to show love and mercy. 


Lenin resolved that the new genera- 
tion, from very birth, should be free 
from all laws and restraint, and 
should ignore Christian family life. 
Releasing by the law of the state 
the young and middle-aged men from 
the duties of marriage and natural 
and spiritual morality, the Commun- 
istic leaders hoped to gain favor in a 
short time with the masses of the peo- 
ple. To better conquer the whole world, 
Communistic youth, born of free love 
were to be turned loose upon the world. 


From the parents, therefore, who 


resisted this form of education, the. 


children were taken away, and thous- 
ands of fathers and mothers were shot 
or driven away to the North, to moun- 
tain and forest work. while the chil- 
dren were put into the state institu- 
tions. There have been occasions where 
“disobedient” parents have been shot 
for going to the children’s institutions 
to see their children. 


IN THESE INSTITUTIONS THE 
OFFICIALS HAVE ACCUSTOMED 
THE CHILDREN TO LIVE TO- 
GETHER NAKED. ONE GIRL OF 
TWELVE YEARS OF AGE GAVE 
BIRTH TO A CHILD. TO THE EN- 
QUIRY OF THE TEACHERS AS TO 
WHAT TO DO WITH THIS GIRL, 
MRS. LENIN SENT A WRITTEN 
RECOGNITION OF HEROISM. THIS 
GIRL BECAME AN EXAMPLE TO 
ALL SCHOOLS IN RUSSIA. 


Now, after 17 years, this new hu- 
manity born of free love, is no longer 
only a theory of Marx, but an actual 
reality. Several times traveilers in 
Russia have written in newspapers 
that hundreds and thousands of chil- 
dren are running wild in the towns 
and villages. 


At last the Russian newspapers have 
also started to complain about the 
youth born of free love, that are wild 
and without feeling, and that the se- 
curity of people is threatened with 
robbery and murder. Children from 
ten years of age escape from these 
institutions, so that they should not 
have to learn or work. 


This “free sex” has taught children 
practically from birth to hate those 
who are not Communists. Already in 
schools they are learned to shoot and 
to torment the capitalists and “bourge- 
ois”. Dummies dressed in the clothes of 
preachers and other citizens have been 
made, upon which the children are 





taught to pour out their anger by 
cruelly treating these figures. 


Utopia Repudiated 


Recently the government has realis- 
ed that this wild, free, early youth is 
not waiting for the revolution of the 
world to pour out its enmity and cruel- 
ty, but because of its nature, wants at 
once to be free to use its inborn lust- 
ful instinct of hate and murder. They 
do not submit to the laws of their 
educators, and are robbing and killing 
people. Prisons and: punishment-houses 
—, these young people still more 
awful. 


In them is seen an awful anarchistic 
and revolutionary spirit which will, in 
time, threaten Communism itself. Free 
love and no true marriage laws has 
turned sinful impulses loose; the 
poison thus put in the blood is now 
manifesting itself outwardly. But what 
to do now with the new sons and 
daughters of Marx and Lenin? There 
are no longer any doubts that the new 
generation will be still more awful. 


For this reason the Communists 
have been forced to restrain, in prac- 
tice, the theory of their life of free 
love. Now they have started publish- 
ing laws strictly prohibiting divorce, 
while until now it has been sufficient 
to throw into a mail box a postcard 
with a written expressed wish to 
separate, and the same day or by the 
next morning the man and woman 
would already be divorced. Divorce is 
now being made more difficult, the 
husband must maintain his wife, and 
both parents are responsible for the 
education and supplying the wants of 
their children. So practical life has 
overcome the Utopian theory. 


But what are the Communists doing 
with these unhappy ones who were to 
reform the whole world? Eye-witness- 
es tell of awful pictures. These chil- 
dren are hunted and caught like forest 
animals. They are .then driven to the 
concentration camps, where they are 
cruelly treated. 


Among them are also boys and girls 
of seven and eight years of age. They 
are packed into goods trains, in two 
rows, floors being made half way up 
the wagons. Then these overfilled 
trains go north to the town of Arch- 
angel, from where they are sent by 
ship to the islands in the White Sea, 
so that they cannot escape, where an 
awful death awaits them. Thus ends 
Marx’s “paradise” of brotherhood and 
equality. 

But what do other, so-called Chris- 
tian, states and nations think of this? 
They officially acknowledge this atheis- 
tic government which has produced a 
land of death, make contracts with tt. 
and offer it help, thus enabling the 
Soviets to carry out their plans for 
world-wide revolution.

VELONIS CHALLENGES CHURCH LEADERS 





ME. A. Velonis the courageous De- 
fender of the Faith in Greece, does 
not propose to be bluffed or bullied by 

owerful leaders of the Greek Ortho- 
ox Church whose characters and con- 
duct compare favorably with those men- 
tioned by our Lord in Matthew 23:13-36. 


There is no sham or sentimentalism 
about Mr. Velonis. The leaders of the 
apostate Greek Church, who hate and 
fear him, have already learned that he 
means business. His methods are like 
those of a true prophet, a real reform- 
er. His spiritual anointing is unmis- 
takable. 


“To Fos”, which means “The Light”, 
is the name of Salonica’s leading news- 
paper—enjoying the greatest circula- 
tion of any journal in all Macedonia 
and Thrace. (Salonica is the modern 
name of the old city of Thessalonica.) 


“To Fos” recently devoted several 
columns to a lengthy challenge issued 
by Mr. Velonis against the Rev. Deacon 
Alexander Stratides of Salonica to meet 
him in public debate for settlement of 
certain questions which had been raised 
by church dignitaries against the faith- 
ful Defender warrior.

On a recent Sunday, Mr. Velonis 
made his way to Salonica’s large cathe- 
dral, the church of Saint Gregorios Pa- 
lamas. Walking past the idols, images, 
ikons, relics and other pagan objects 
which are associated with Greek Or- 
thodox church worship, Mr. Velonis took 
a seat in the rear of the building. 


The learned Deacon had designated 
this particular Sunday as the occasion 
for releasing his wrath upon the De- 
fenders Movement in general, and its 
Grecian representative in particular. 


As the basis of his discussion, the 
Deacon took Matthew 10:28, “Fear not 
them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul: but rather fear 
him which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell.” 


The speaker said the ancient Roman 
Emperors killed the body, while such 
missionary work as the Defenders 
Movement is doing, results in the kill- 
ing of souls. - 

Thereupon, Mr. Velonis issued his 
famous challenge which has become like 
a bolt of lightning to the religious cir- 
cles of northern Greece. 


After considering the charges of the 
Deacon from several different angles, 
Mr. Velonis ended his polemic with 
these words: 


“You, my dear Deacon, are free to 
have special favor and privilege by 
taking as many helpers with you, into 
the debate, as you please. 


“And I suggest you invite, and take 
with you, the official and recognized 
and acknowledged leader of the Ortho- 
dox Thessalonian Churches, Rev. Ar- 
chimandritis Kalliniks Charalambakis, 
D. D., and the honorable Dr. Papagian- 
noponlos, editor of the religious maga- 
zine Zoe, published in Athens. 


“These two persons are very learned 
scholars and they will help you greatly. 


“I will take with me only the Bible, 
Old and New Testaments, and the ‘His- 
tory of the Greek Nation’ by C. Pap- 
paregopulos, and the Concordance of 
the Bible—nothing else. . . .” 


It remains to be seen whether or not 
the leaders will accept Mr. Velonis’ 
chalienge.

I WISH to tell the Defender Family 
about the death of Eunice, an Indian 
girl, and her sister Addie. They were 
brought back to their parents from a 
government hospital in July. 


Both of them were desperately ill 
with tuberculosis. A great burden was 
laid upon the heart of our nurse, as 
well as on the hearts of all the visitors 
to their camps. 





Eunice was in the “death hogan” 


(house). She was the first to go. I shall 
never forget that faithful grandmother 
who stayed with her to the end. Nava- 
jos are afraid of the evil-spirits in 
death, and seldom do we find them so 
faithful to their loved ones. 

A crude shelter of cedar boughs was 
Eunice’s last home. Each time we 
entered that structure, we were greet- 
ed by a smile from that dying face, 


— only Christ could have given 
er. 


How she did plead for us not to leave 
her alone, and how happy we were to 
be able to tell her that Christ would 
not leave her alone and that we would 
also stay. Our faithful nurse sat by 
those dirty sheepskins on which Eunice 
lay, and watched all night for the end. 
A camp-fire was the only light. Soon 
Eunice was gone ... sweet release for 
that dear young girl. 


Then it was only a matter of two 
weeks until Addie knew her last hours 
were near. This time the family had 
moved to flee from the evil spirits. 
Their camp was difficult to reach, but 
every effort was made to be with her, 
too. 


One day when we were talking about 
Jesus to Addie, her mother said, “Who 
is Jesus?” She did not know, and so 
once more we were able to tell of Him. 
The mother said, ‘I know you love us. 
The medicine men came and took all 
our sheep. Now we are poor, and they 
don’t come, but you still come when 
we have nothing.” 


So they are beginning to see that 
there is a difference between heathen- 
ism and Christianity. 


Addie’s death came shortly, and 
when we went to her camp to bury the 
body, we found her wrapped in a mis- 
sion quilt deserted by all. A line of 
ashes was strewn on the ground to 
keep evil spirits from passing over and 
reaching the camp of the family. We 
were requested to burn the “hogan”, 
and after placing the body in a wooden 
box for burial, the “death home” was 
destroyed. 


We were happy to give both these 
girls a Christian burial, and as we 
stood at the grave singing hymns, we 
knew our voices carried to the place 
where the family was living, a short 
distance away. 


The old grandmother said she be- 
lieved in Jesus Christ as Saviour, that 
is why she sent for us.

Paul Revere has truly become “a 
modern Paul” to his people.

Please continue to pray 
God to over-rule all circumstances in 
our behalf.”

Lesson for December 8th. 
Nehemiah Rebuilding the 
Wall of Jerusalem 


Nehemiah 4:6-21 








Efe ag 7—It is always a good sign 
when Sanballat, and Toviah, and 
the Arabians, and the Ammonites, and 
the Ashdodites get mad: It proves that 
there is something doing. Wesley used 
to tell his preachers that when no one 
got mad there was something wrong 
with their preaching. 


V. 9—If Nehemiah and the people had 
taken themselves to their own resourc- 
es the work would have come to noth- 
ing but they took themselves to God, 
and so they escaped all the devices of 
their enemies. But they did not pray 
and sit down and do nothing; “they 
set a watch against them day and 
night.” Watching and praying shaquld 
go hand in hand (Matt. 26:41; Lu. 21: 
86). Casting all our care upon Him is 
not inconsistent with being vigilant 
ourselves (1 Pet. 5:7, 8). 


V. 10—“And Judah said—we are not 
able to build the wall;” this was more 
serious trouble than the former, for it 
was trouble from within. Opposition 
from without is never as serious a 
matter as discouragement within. Dis- 
cord in a congregation always weakens 
the church. 


V. 11.—While Judah was thus talk- 
ing within, the “adversaries” were also 
talking without. They said, “they shall 
not know, etc.,” but they did know. 
Their adversaries had forgotten that 
God was on Nehemiah’s side. That is 
what the adversaries of God’s people 
constantly forget. The ultimate tri- 
umph of God’s program is certain be- 
cause “God and one is a majority.” 


V. 14—Why should God’s children 
ever be afraid of God’s enemies (Ro. 
8:31)? Note Nehemiah’s cure for 
fright before our enemies, “Remember 
the Lord:” that is it, “remember the 
Lord” (cf. Jno. 14:1). We might well 
be frightened if we thought of our- 
selves; but don’t think of yourself, 
think of Him. 


And when they remembered the 
Lord, what were they to do? “And 
fight.” Our remembrance of the migh- 
ty God should not lead us to sit down, 
but should give us courage to rise up 
and “fight.” It is to a warrior life that 
God calls us (2 Tim. 2:3), and we are 
to get strength and courage for the 
fight, not by thinking upon ourselves, 
but upon Him. 


V. 15.—When the enemy was foiled 
“everyone” returned “unto his work,” 
not to some one’s else work, but to his 
own work. Half fought and half 
wrought. We need today fighting 
Christians and working Christians, 
warriors and builders. The rulers 


backed up the workers. Too often the 
rulers are on the backs of the people 
instead of at the backs of the people.

Ezra Teaching the Law of.God 
f 






) Ezra 7:10; Nehemiah 8:1-8, 5,6,8-12 





We. have here a picture of one of the 
most interesting revivals in all 
history, the whole people gathering to- 
gether as one man for one purpose, to 
hearken to what God had to say. 


Ezra did not have to urge the people 
to listen to the Word. They rather re- 
quested him to “bring the Book.” It 
was real hunger for God’s Word that 
brought the crowds. There was no need 
of ragtime music, or vaudeville stunts, 
or movie shows, to draw them. There 
is a great hunger for the Word of God 
in many quarters today. No other 
preaching draws so largely and so 
continuously as preaching the Word in 
the power of the Holy Spirit. Nothing 
can take the place of preaching! 


The Word of God seemed to be sweet 
to them. Some think today that a 
service an hour long is long enough, 
but these people listened “from the 
morning until mid-day,” and not only 
did they listen, they “were attentive 
unto the book of the law.” Quite a 
model congregation, that! 


The people showed their reverence 
for the Book of God by standing up 
when Ezra opened it (v. 5). We ought 
not to worship the Bible, for the Bible 
is not God, but we ought to regard it 
with a respect and attention that we 
give to no other book, for it is the 
voice of God. “Ezra blessed Jehovah, 
the great God,” and all the people an- 
swered “Amen! Amen!” It was not the 
Book they were worshipping, but the 
Author of the book. 


While God’s Word 1s a plain Book 
and easy to understand, nevertheless 
men are needed who shall open the 
Word to the people (vs. 7, 8; cf. Lu. 
24:45; Ac. 8:30-35). But the great 
Interpreter of the Bible is the Author 
of the Bible—the Holy Spirit Himself 
(John 16:12-15; 14:26; 1 John 2:20, 
27). They were model readers of the 
Word in three important cts; (1) 
“They read in the Book of the law of 
God, distinctly”! 


Many modern pulpiteers have much 
to learn from them in this respect. (2) 
They ‘‘gave the sense;” they did not 
attempt to allegorize or explain away 
what God had said, they made plain to 


, the people just what God had revealed. 


That is model preaching. (3) They 
“caused them to understand the read- 
ing;” they were not content with giv- 
ing the sense, they made sure that the 
people had caught the sense—that 
they really understood. 


__ Listening to the Word produced, as 
it always does, produced conviction for 
sin; “All the people wept when they 
heard the words of the law” (Heb. 4: 
12). There is nothing that produces 
conviction of sin like the Word of God 
(cf. 2 Ki. 82:11; Ac. 2:27; John 3:20).

Christmas Lesson 
Matthew 2:1-12 








£ ipeoe certainty of God’s Word comes 
out remarkably in this passage. 
Seven ‘hundred years before, Micah 
had prophesied that He who was “to 
be Ruler in Israel, whose goings forth 
have been from old, from everlasting,” 
was to come forth out of Bethlehem 
(Mic. 5:2). 

But she that was chosen to be the 
mother of Jesus did not live in Bethle- 
hem. She lived in far away Nazareth. 
But men who were utterly unconscious 
of God’s purposes: and prophecies, by 
many decrees and ways, worked to- 
gether so that Mary was brought to 
Bethlehem at the time of our Lord’s 
birth, and thus God’s Word was ful- 
filled and His eternal plan carried out 
(cf. Lu. 2:1-6; Ps. 76:10). 


These wise men from the East were 
the ancient Magi. They were students 
of the stars, astrologers; they knew 
the Gospel of the Stars; they sought 
to livé up to the best light they had, 
and God met them where they were, 
and gave them more light. It is always 
so; he that lives up to the light that he 
has, will get more (cf. Ac. 10:1-5, 30- 
52), but the man who refuses to live 
up to the light that he has, will lose 
re that (Mat. 25:29; 2 Thes. 2:11, 


The tidings reaching Herod, that the 
King was come, should have brought 
him joy, but in reality they troubled 
him, for he wanted to be king himself. 
So many a heart today that ought to 
welcome Christ as King with joy, is 
troubled at the declaration that Christ 
is King, for they wish to be king them- 
selves. They wish to regulate their own 
lives independent of God. How many 
in the Church would be troubled if 
they knew Jesus was coming to- 
morrow? 


Herod was very thorough in his 
search to find out about the Christ. He 
laid his plans with great skill; he was 
determined to make sure. He thought 
he had left no loop hole in his schemes, 
but he had left God out of his calcula- 
tions, so in spite of his thoroughness, 
his plans came to nothing. 


When the wise men entered the ~ 
house they fell down and. worshipped 
Jesus. They saw Mary, His mother, 
but they did not worship her. Catho- 
lics, please take note! 


When they had worshipped they pre- 
sented unto Him their gifts. That is 
the true order; first, worship, then 
giving. 

Note carefully the conduct of the 
Wise Men: (1) They sought Jesus.(2) 
They found Jesus. (3) They rejoicea 
over Jesus. (4) They worshipped Jesus. 
(5) They gave gifts to Jesus. 


This is the order for us all, if we 
would find Jesus and be blessed of 
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Him. He is found of those who seek; 
He brings joy and gladness to those 


who come humbly and worshipfully in- 
to His presence; and, in return, we 
must give gifts unto Him—the gifts 
He most desireth, the allegiance of, 
and undisputed sovereignty over our 
faithful, obedient hearts.

Malachi Foretells a New Day : 
Malachi 3:1-12 









| hope was speaking for God. 

God declared He will send His mes- 
senger to prepare the way for Himself. 
Substantially the same prediction had 
been uttered through Isaiah centuries 


before (Is. 40:3-5.). It was fulfilled 
in John the Baptist (Mat. 11:10; Lu. 
1:76; 7:27). It was the way before 
Jehovah Himself that John was to pre- 
pare. Historically, he prepared the way 
before Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus of 
Nazareth was Jehovah incarnate (Jno. 
1:14; Col. 2:9; Jno. 14:9). 


Those are startling questions which 
Malachi puts in verse 2 (cf. Nahum 
1:6; Ezek. 22:14; Rev. 6:7). Each of 
us would do well to put the questions 
to ourselves, “Can I abide the day of 
His coming? Shall I stand when He 
appeareth?” 


He was to be a Refiner and Puri- 
fier (cf. Is. 1:25; Prov. 17:3; 1 Pet. 1: 
7). The final result of much refining 
is that the one who is tried comes forth 
as gold (Job 23:10). It is in love that 
the Lord tries us and refines us (Jer. 
9:7). The process is painful but salu- 
tary. 

It is a startling question that God 
puts in verse 8, “‘Will a man rob God?” 
Then God goes on to tell how. In 
“tithes and offerings.” The law of 
tithes in the letter of it belongs to the 
Old Covenant, but we are under moral 
obligations higher than the Jew and 
the man who does not set a proper 
portion of his income apart for God’s 
work is robbing God. Do you give as 
much as you ought for foreign mis- 
sions? 

We rob Him in the selfish use of 
our time,. talents, our strength, our 
use of the Lord’s Day, etc. The result 
is appalling. “Ye are cursed with a 
curse” (v. 9). The curse of God rests 
upon the nation and it rests upon the 
individual who robs Him. Does it rest 
upon you? 


When the whole tithe is brought in- 
to the storehouse so the needs of God’s 
work are fully supplied, then the win- 
dows of heaven are opened and a bless- 
ing poured out that exhausts all our 
capacity to receive (cf. Mat. 6:33; z 
Cor. 9:6, 8; Phil. 4:15, 19; Deut. 28:12; 
1 Ki. 17:18-16; 1 Jno. 3:16-22). Lev 
any one who doubts it prove God by 
trying Him.
